Assessed Valuation of S’errn M’die 

Runs Over the Million Mark, Ac¬ 
cording to New Figures 

Sierra Madre is now in the mil¬ 
lionaire class, speaking in terms of 
taxation assessment. City Assessor 
Madden has completed the assess¬ 
ment roll for the current year and 
finds that the assessed valuation 
runs slightly over the million-dollar 
mark. 

The figures for the current year 
show an increase over those of last 
year of approximately $100,000. 
Most of this is due to improvements 
upon property, and some to increase 
in the personal property lists. There 
have been a few increases in the as¬ 
sessment of property. 

The City Trustees will meet as a 
Board of Equalization on Monday 
evening, August 9, for the purpose 
of going over the assessor’s figures. 
Then will be the time for yo i to 
register your kick if you do not like 
the size of your fortune as rated by 
the assessor. It is not likely that 
there will be many complaints. 


HOODOO IS RAISED 

The signing of the contract for 
the improvement of Auburn avenue 
and the beginning of actual work 
by D. C. Howard tickled City Attor¬ 
ney Madden immensely. It was the 
first job of street improvement for 
some time where something wrong 
was not found with the proceedings. 
Usually there ha3 been some techni¬ 
cality of more or less importance 
which threatened to invalidate the 
proceedings and necessitate begin¬ 
ning all over again. But the pro¬ 
ceedings for the improvement of 
Auburn were pronounced faultless 
by Mr. Crouch, attorney for D. C. 
Howard. The reason why Mr. Mad¬ 
den has a right to be tickled over 
that is the fact that the Auburn ave- 
n e proceedings were the fir3t whhh 
-were—-unAer—- hi s dir e ct ion—fpom- -the- 
start. Part or all of the proceedings 
on all other contracts had been 
handled under the previous admin¬ 
istration of the city attorney’s of¬ 
fice. 

The subsequent acceptance of the 
proceedings for the improvement of 
Highland avenue by Mr. Crouch 
makes it seem the more certain that 
the hoodoo has been chased away. 
Mr. Madden also had charge of the 
Highland proceedings. Attorney 
Crouch, who is an authority on such 
matters and devotes most of his time 
to that branch of the law business, 
said that the Auburn avenue pro-

Chief J. A. Gilbert of the Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department has a good 
scheme for bettering the fire protec¬ 
tion cf the town. If carried out ac¬ 
cording to his suggestion the ef¬ 
ficiency of the volunteer department 
will be greatly increased. 

The plan proposed is for each 
bouse ownpr to have a two-inch fire 
plug installed on his own property, 
the fittings to conform to those on 
the fire plugs which will be installed 
at various points about by the city 
by the city trustees. These fire plugs 
would be independent of the domes¬ 
tic service pipes, being connected 
directly with the mains at the near¬ 
est point. The fittings would be of 
such a character that water from 
them could not be used for any pur¬ 
pose other than that intended be¬ 
cause they could not be used except 
in connection with the apparatus of 
the department. 

The expense of installing these 
private fire plugs need not be groat, 
probably from $10 to $15 each. 
There are very few home owners 
who would not be able and willing 
to stand this expense for the protec¬ 
tion it would afford. Mr. Gilbert 
proposes that the expense for water 
used in this way be borne by the 
city government under whatever ar¬ 
rangement is made for the municipal 
fire plugs which are to be installed. 

Even should the city be able to in¬ 
stall a plug at ev -ry street intersec¬ 
tion in town there are many very 
long blocks of which the center 
would be a long distance from water. 
The general installation of private 
fire plugs would add greatly to the 
efficiency of the whole system.

DEATH COMES 

AS A SURPRISE 

MRS. POTTER DIES SUDDENLY 

Passes Away Suddenly at Balboa 
Reach After Apparent Gain 
in Health 

News of thh death of Mrs. Ida 
Frances Potter, wife of H. J. Potter, 
at Balboa Beach last Saturday 
morning came as a shock to her 
many Sierra Madre friends and 
brought grief to many hearts. Cereb¬ 
ral hemorrhage was the immediate 
cause of death, which was wholly un¬ 
expected even by those members of 
her family who had been with her. 

While Mrs. Potter had been in 
delicate health for a year or two it 
was thought that she had practically 
recovered, until the shock of her 
mother’s death in December caused 
a set back. Since then she had been 
i in very poor health until recently. 
But a week before her death she 
went with Mr. Potter and her sister, 
Mrs. Collins, to Balboa Beach, where 
it was hoped the sea air would he of 
benefit. She had shown such im¬ 
provement that on Friday she seemed 
to be in better health and spirits 
than for some years. But the attack 
which came on during the evening 
was more than she could withstand. 
She passed into a comatose state and 
finally into the great beyond without 
suffering and without recoveirng 


consciousness. 


Mrs. Potter was born in Winchen- 
don. Mass. She was the daughter of 
Alexander H. and Frances M. Brit¬ 
ton. She was descended on both 
sides from old colonial stock. On 
her mother’s side she was a direct 
dejeendent of Elder William Brew¬ 
ster. Most of her early life was 
passed in Detroit, but after her mar¬ 
riage she resided chiefly in Chicago 
j until she came to California five 
years since. With Mr. Potter she 
had resided in Sierra Madre more 
than three years. She was a com¬ 
municant in the Episcopal Church, 
in which she was confirmed during 
her resi-de-nce im -Detroit- Her father 
died many years ago, but her mother 
only passed away last December, 
having resided with Mr. and Mrs. 
Potter. She had no brothers and 
Mrs. Caroline Collins was her only 
sister. 

Mrs. Potter was a home-loving 
woman, loved by all who knew her. 
She went out in society very little 
and took part in few activities out¬ 
side her own home.
